In speaking of Mr. Harrison arid his 


work, the Journal, of Atlanta, Georgia, in a 
'eccnt issue, says: 


Mr. Harrison cornes from New Jeisey, 


and is one of the commissioners appointed 
or the exposition by Governor Werts of that 
State. 
He was at the head of the recent 


good roads congress at Asbury Park, New 
ersey, and such was his success there that 
e attracted the attention of Secretary of 
igriculture Morton, who sent him here to 
each the people the impoitant art of good 
oad-making. 


Mr. Harrison had at Asbury Park forty- 


ine States of the Union represented, and the 
"formation about roads which wax digaemi- 
iated from that meeting will perhaps mark 
new era in dirt road traffic in this country. 
The government exhibit is being prcpaied 


with a view towards getting it ready in 
line for the good roads parliament, which 
rill meet here about the middle of the 
:ionth, and where representatives will be 
athered from all Slates in the Union. 


Speaking of the exhibit yesterday, Mr. 


[arrison said : " We shall construct four 
oads back of the 
government building. 


'he first will be made of the common red 
lay earth, which is the native soil here; 
lie second will be made of chert, the third 
nd fourth of stone, one being the Macadam 
avemcnt and the other the Telford road. 
"Those roads will vary in grades accord- 


ng to the following per ccntages, eleven, 
wo, four, six, eight, ten, and fifteen. This 


of course, you understand, that there 


fill be grades in tho road of the number of 
eet in height to the hundred in length 
epresentod by the figures enumerated. 


"During the good roads parliament the 


arious roads will be practically correct in 
,s indications," continued Mr. Harrison. 
This tells the amount of horse power which 
t will bo required to carry a ton of weight 
ver tho respective roads. 
There will be no technical explanations 
nd the exhibit will be so simple that any- 
ody, whether he has studied the subject or 
,ot, will be able to understand the demon- 
trations and gain much valuable informa- 
ion from them. The difference between a 
'elford road aud a Macadam will be taught, 
nd all matters pertaining to the making 
nd preservation of country thoroughfares 
will be exhibited there.

Gathering, as be 


lad been bidden, he carried the roses to the 
loly one, who, having taken them in her 
lands, gave them back to the Indian, and 
>ade him carry them unseen by any one to 
;he Bishop. 


On arriving at the Bishop's, Juan Diego 


unfolded his mantle aud displayed the roses 


>iiftrequired sign, when, behold, the fig- 


ure of the.Virgin was painted upon the 
mantle. Then all acknowledged the holy 
nature of the apparition and bent their knees 
n worship. Zumarraga, with priestly hand, 
took from the shoulders of the native the 
sacred cloth and reverently placed it in his 
oratory. 


In the meantime it was learned that about 


the same time Ihe Virgin told J uan to have 
no fears about his uncle, that person was 
completely restored to health. Naturally, 
,he miracle was soon spread abroad, and 
thousands visited the Bishop's palace to see 
.he sacred picture. 


The painting represents the Virgin as 


standing with the right foot resting on a 
crescent moon supported by a cherub, with 
wings outspread and her hands clasped upon 
lier breast. 
A rose-colored tunic, richly 


embroidered with gold, covers her form, and 
a girdle of velvet clasps her waist. 


A shrine was at once erected on the spot 


indicated by the Virgin. In time a more 
appropriate repository for the sacred robe 
was wanted, and a chapel was built around 
the hallowed spring where the Virgin had 
last appeared. 
Later still was began the 


magnificent edifice with lofty dome and col- 
umns supporting graceful arches, which to- 
day contains the venerated painting. 
The 


original cost of this magnificent church, pro- 
bably the richest in Mexico, is estimated at 
from 500,000 to 1,000,000 pesos. It was 
begun in 1695, and not completed until 1709. 
The high altar, according to Beaumont, cost 
98,000 pesos, and the throne or tabernacle 
in which the picture is enshrined, 52,HE 
pesos. 
The painting was placed in the 


church on the 1st of May, 1703, where it 
remained till 1836, when it was temporarily 
transferred to the Convent of the Capuchins 
during the internal renovation of the church 
being restored to its place during Decembei 
of the same year. 
Magnificent donations 


have been made to this church, in all, up to 
1860, 627,832 pesos, which yielded an in- 
come of 30,000 pesos. 


The Church of the Virgin of Guadalupe in 


its interior i» remarkable for the magnificen 
embellishments which it contains, being 
richly furnished in white and gold. The 
railings are made of silver, there being n< 
fewer than thirty-six tons of silver used in 
ornamentation of the high altar, which is 
made from designs of Tolsa, the famoui 
sculptor of the monument to Ibe Emperoi 


VThe'teoonslruction of the church, which 
Bag been going on since 1888, is bow com 
pleted, and the present dedication and th 
extraordinary fervor manifested is somewha 
of a national demonstration.

>y the judges of the Common Pleas Coun 
in Philadelphia comes a new departure in 
ury practice. An elegant suite of rooms 
lias been prepared ou one of the upper floors 
of the new city hall—one of the finest bulld- 
ngs in the United States—for the occupancy 
of jurors. The appointments include "al 
the comforts of home," except the family 
nd many desirable things that arc lacking 
n the average home. The arrangements 
'or sleeping are especially elegant. A mem 
>er of the buildings commission expresses 
the fear that when the news spreads abroac 
that such splendid quarters have been pro- 
vided for jurymen there will be a scramble 
or positions on the panel. He says there 
is not a hotel in town that provides better 
accommodations for its guests. 


In the "good old times," of which the 


jessimists are always prating, it was the 
custom of the courts to exclude men who 
read the newspapers from service on juries. 
L'his insured ignorance where intelligence 
was needed as much as it is in any publii 
duty. 
Having secured twelve men of in 


ferior capacity, it was the custom to hedge 
them about with annoying restrictions dur 
ing the trial, and when the cose was sub 
mitted to them for determination the treat' 
ment accorded them was simply brutal 
Shut up in a cheerless room, without beds 
or food, they were frozen or sweated am 
starved, in order to force an agreement 
Something of this still lingers in some parts 
of the country, but it is rapidly passing 
away. Intelligence is no longer a fata 
objection to a person whose name is drawn 
from the jury box. In many cities gooc 
quarters are provided. But Philadelphia 
has furnished an example that will expedit 
the general movement toward proper treat 
ment of jurymen.—Washington Post.

That 
fucturers, recognizing the advantlagcs of- 
fered' t<> them by the new tariff, have been 
dumping their pauper made goods on the 
American market to the detriment of the 
American laborer at a rate that was im- 
possible under tho provisions of the Mc- 
Kinloy law. 


Tho <omparison between the receipts 


from Internal revenue tells a different 
story, fur the revenues under the new law 
fall nearly $50,000,000 below those under 
the Me Kinley law. Not a single month 
undor I he new law did tho receipts from 
internal revenue approach tho receipts for 
tlio corresponding month under the old 
law. 
'J Ills great decrease of revenue la as- 


cribed nt tho bureau of Internal revenue 
to dropping off of the whisky revenues. It 
will bo remembered that while the tarifl 
bill wn.fi before tho senate Senator Voorhees, 
chuirimji of tho finance committee, was 
tho principal advocate of an increase of 
twenty cents per gallon on whisky, and It 
was his constant argument that every cent 
the tax on whisky was Increased would 
bring an annual increase of a million dol- 
lars. Tho results have not borne out Mr. 
VoorhBus' roseate prediction. The reve- 
nues from internal revenue taxes, Instead 
of bolnK Increased by »SO,000,000, are short

about »70,000,000 wrong on his forecast. No 
cxplanntlon is given at the internal reve- 
nue bureau for the remarkable falling off 
of tho whisky revenues, It was known 
thntvoft quantities of whisky had been 
taken o it of bond just before the new law 
wont into effect, which accounts for the 
enormous revenues received during the 
liwt two months under the McKinley law; 
but it was tho confident expectation of tho 
Internal revenue officers that after the first 
eix months tho results of the increased 
whlHky tax would begin to show. Tho 
failure ot the revenues to increase led at 
flrst to the suspicion that the increased 
tax had resulted in an Increase ot illieitj 
distilling, but the reports from the dis- 
tricts whore "moonshining" is the princi- 
pal Industry failed to verify this theory. 
Tho roci-lpta from whisky are expected by 
the luterual officers to amount to $500,000 
or more a day hereafter, but other officers 
of tlie ti easury predict that this figure will 
not bo realized, and that it will be six 
months or more before tho whisky receipts 
return t o normal figures.

Japan a> a Manufacturer. 


Consul Troup, of Yokohama, sends to 


;he foreign office an interesting report on 
Japanese trade during the past year. The 
slgnlfflTant"feature ol sis statistics ana ob- 
servations is tho growth of the imports of 
raw materials, showing that Japan is be- 
coming more and more a mamifacturing 
and consequently an exporting country. 
She is nevertheless a good customer of 
onrs.her business with Groat Britain and Its 
dependencies amounting to nearly $5,000,- 
(00 and evincing a tendency to increase. 
In addition to the numerous articles Japan 
makes for herself and others, she has re- 
cently taken to manufacturing Iron pipes 
and electrical appliances. It is thought 
she will be able to turn out the whole of 
60,000 tons of piping required for the com- 
pletion of tha Tokyo waterworks. 
She 


manufactures her own dynamos, and the 
telephones used are all of native fabrica- 
tion.—Bylund'b Iron Trade circular. 


CHEAPNESS VS_EXCELLENCE. 


Kion Competition Cheeks Trade Excel- 


lence and Shoddy Rules the Markets. 
The workings o'1 tho Gorman tariff show 


in an unmistakable manner that cheap- 
ness and free trado aro as firm allies as are 
protection and excellence. Taking the 
the case of free wool, an investigation of 
any market in the United States will show 
thftt the quality of tho woolon gooda now 
being offered for sale throughout 
the 


country is vastly inferior to the quality 
and finish of the goods that were sold here 
a few years ago. The foreign manufac- 
turers of woolon goods have determined to 
secure as much of our trade as they pos- 
sibly can under tho lower tariff now in ex- 
istence. What they cannot get by the un- 
dervaluation fraud they will get by fraud 
in the admixture of the component parts 
of the goods. Articles that they offer to 
sell us as being made of all wool are 
either part wool and part shoddy or all 
nhoddy. 


There Is no disgrace in wearing gar- 


ments that aro made of shoddy, only Iflt 
them bo sold as shoddy. Everybody un- 
derstands, of course, that they will not 
wear as long as goods made of pure wool 
and nobody expects that they will. They 
cost loss. But when wages are lower than 
their former high level, and when tho 
number of earners is less than it used to 
be, the question of a few dollars forms a 
considerable factor in the cost of a pur- 
chase of woolon goods. The shoddy article 
can bo furnished for the smaller outlay, 
and the buyer will often console himself 
with the fact that ho may be able to afford 
better material later on, when times have 
improved. Thus it is that shoddy gar- 
ments are at present regulating values for 
all our woolens. In order to meet this 
competition the American manufacturers 
have in some instances attempted to sup- 
ply the market with goods made from 
bhoddy in this country, though the shoddy 
itself may have been imported. In this 
way the demand for pure wool is curtailed, 
and the sheep farmer suffers. 


It is not only in the case of woolen 


goods that the consanguinity of cheapness 
and free trade is so noticeable. It stands 
stamped on almost every article made in a 
free trade country, where the value of 
labor is degraded to the lowest competing 
point. Whore market cannot be secured 
or a margin of profit gained by squeezing 
additional blood money ont of the un- 
fortunate free trade laborer, it is done by 
deteriorating the quality of the goods 
manufactured. This has been particularly 
noticeable during recent years in the con- 
struction of English steamships, those 
ordinary freight carriers that our free 
traders were1 so anxious that we should 
purchase undor a free ship bill, and which 
the foreign ship owners were, on their 
port, equally anxious to sell us. For 
stability, sound material, careful work- 
manship and excellence of finish the 
American steamship today stands second 
to none in the world. Quod wagus mean 
good work; cheap wages mean cheap work. 
Free trade means cheap wages and cheap 
goods; protection means good wages and 
the best of goods.

A Sharp Criticism of Mr. Bach—His State- 


ment Called a False and Infamous One. 
Never! heless Some Patients Would Wel- 
come .Such a Practice. 
It was an astonishing letter to which wo 


gave place tho other day from Mr. Albert 
Bach, vice president of the Medico Lognl 
society. Ho reaffirms tho statement made 
by him before the congress of that body, 
and agsilnRt which no protest was thore 
offered, that a physician may rightfully 
put an oud to tho life of a patient suffer- 
ing under a malady regarded as incurable: 


"I do not retract anything said by me 


at the congress. I certainly did there 
state, and hero repeat, that in my opinion 
a physician has the moral right to end hu- 
man or brute life by administering drugs, 
under the eircumstances above sot forth, 
and that I know that physicians do so end 
life. I consider » physician only humane 
who relieves one of a positively ascertained 
fitnl and torturing physical malady or 
condition by administering drugs that will 
end life painlessly." 


When wo flrst printed this extraordinary 


statement of Mr. Bach in Tho Sun, we 
took occasion to say that poisoning Is a 
crime and that anyone who maybe guilty 
of It Is liable to arrest and punishment as 
a criminal. To this Mr. Bach makes the 
singular reply that "it is criminal merely 
because the language of the statute so de- 
clares II to bo." Wo should think that no 
further declaration than that of the statute 
ought 1 o bo needed for the prevention of 
an unlawful aot, tho perpetration of which 
Mr. Baoh Informed tho congress he had 
knowledge of, as ho again assures the pub- 
lic through The Sun that he has. 


Another utterance of Mr. Bach is this: 
"We do not always find tho quintes 


senco of morality In our criminal laws, 
nor should we look to prohibitive statutes 
alone for n comprehensive" standard of 
moral ethics.'' 


Nevertheless, wo must remind Mr. Baoh 


that ou r criminal laws are potent and oper- 
ative and are designed to be enforced 
against every man to whom their terms 
are applicable. 


The opinions of Mr. Bach upon ques- 


tions in morality and in law are undeserv- 
ing of notice, but tho allegation made by 
him. as vice president of the Medico Legal 
society, that ho "knows" th&t physicians 
willfully put an end to the life of patients 
by the administration of poisonous drugs, 
as a^means of relief from suffering, is 
surely worthy of the prompt attention of 
the medical faculty and the officers of the 
law. It is hard to understand why ho was 
not called to account by some of the mem- 
bers of the congress. If his allegation 
wore believed, it would alarm the commu- 
nity. 


We requested Mr. Baoh to furnish us 


with some specific information upon the 
subject about which he spoke so glibly 
when hef ore tho congress. Instead of doing 
that bo has offered us an argument in sup- 
port of his opinion that It is morally right 
to perpetrate a statutory crime I 


We rtoslro him to send us the names ot 


gome of tho felons whom he says he 
knows. He has publicly mode a disquiet- 
ing charge, the truth of which he declared 
to be within his own knowledge. He can- 
not escape from the responsibility which 
ho has thus taken upon himself. 


We feel sure that all honorable phy- 


sicians will Indignantly repel the cruel ac- 
cusation which Mr. Bach, in his official 
capacity, has brought against the medical 
profession. It is a false and infamous ac- 
cusation that nny member of the profes- 
sion would willfully kill, by poison or 
otherwise, any one who may have intrust' 
ed his life to hia professional oare.—New 
York Knn.

abatement. There will probably be none 
as long as the companies formed last 
spring continue to declare occasional divi- 
dends of 500 per cent, as has happened in 
'two or three instances this week. Divi- 
dends of 80 or 40 to 100 per cent, which 
other South African and West Australian 
mines are paying, are looked upon as quite 
modest. 


The dealings In mining shares on the 


London Stock Exchange now far exceed In 
amount all other transactions dally. Ton 
represontatlve South African companies, 
with a nominal capital value of $26,000,- 
000, have risen in market value during the 
past 80 days more than $50,000,000. The 
increase of tho total South African shares 
in the market quotations during the same 
ooriod exceeds £350,000,000. It Is true 
that there has been a substantial advance 
in all classes ot securities, but speculation 
is still confined to mines. It Is impossible 
to keep track of all tho new ventures pub- 
licly and privately put upon the market 
daily. 
The popular appetite for these 


things is simply insatiable. 


As a matter of fact the public gets little 


or none of the good things which are nomi- 
nally offered to It. Take, for instance, a 
certain West Australian company which 
will be offered ostensibly for public sub- 
scription next week. The shares will be 
offered nominally at par, the capital being 
$2,000,000, but already 812 per cent pre- 
mium IB bid on the Stock Exchange for 
options on these shares. In other words, 
tho market value of this embryo company's 
stock already amounts to more than $8,- 
000,000, and not a share has yet boon is 
sued. Of course little or no stock will bo 
allotted to public subscribers. All will be 
taken by the directors and other insiders, 
who will sell to the public at still higher 
figures and pocket the premium. 


I met yesterday the director of another 


West Australian company, who confided 
to me that he and his associates were seri- 
ously embarrassed by the fact that the 
company held in its treasury cash and the 
enures of eubstOItiry cuixipnultns, auuuiuu- 
lated within the last two months, amount- 
Ing to a market value of 16 times the total 
capital stock. They did not know what to 
do about it because the payment of enor- 
mous dividends seems to disturb instead 
of strengthen public confidence in tho com- 
pany. 


There ore dozens of cases whore found- 


ers' shares in companies formed six mouths 
or a year ago now command 200 times the 
cost price. The craze is not confined to 
any one class of operators or speculators. 
There are some of the strongest financial 
concerns in the field. It is well known 
that the Paris Rothschilds are taking an 
active part In the deals. I happened to 
learn the other day of options taken a week 
ago, at a nominal price, by an agent of the 
Rothschilds in the stock of a company not 
yet issued which today is worth $250,000. 


It is by such operations as these that 


money is being made. The great boom 
will continue as long as the public is mad- 
ly anxious to pay 800 or 400 per cent for 
stocks. 
Company organizers are usually 


only too glad to issue at par. Paris 
Berlin are scarcely less eager to invest 
than London. The attempt of the Paris 
buurat, im uljuujK tilio YrLld Bpnolilcvtilon In 
that city by refusing to list the new stocks 
until January is not likely to be effectual. 
The opposition is so strong, in foot, thai 
the decision may be rescinded, as the chiel 
effect threatened is to transfer a large pro- 
portion of the business to tho London 
Stock Exchange. 


Many notes of warning and alarm are 


being sounded by the conservative press, 
and maybe the London Stock Exchange 
will do something to oheokthe overwhelm- 
ing tide of speculation, but thus far no 
protest has had the slightest effect. 


There are indications that public atten- 


tion will be turned more to West Australia 
than to South Africa within the next few 
weeks, because tho former El Dorado baa 
not enjoyed its fair proportion of the 
boom, and African shares are now quoted 
at sudh fabulous prices that they have be- 
come loss tempting even to gold mad spec- 
ulators. 


Meantime thore is a very interesting 


crop of new millionaires, who aro making 
themselves and their money felt in many 
queer ways in London. Some of them 
frankly declare that they do not know 
what to do with their unaccustomed gold. 
Some are squandering it lavishly. Others 
already have plans well advanced for build- 
Ing a wonderful yacht to bring the Amer- 
ica's cup over here.—London Letter in 
New York Sun.

AN ANCIENT SPANISH CITY. 


FIotnri'Bqae Toledo—Its Great Cathedral. 


^ eBtigoA of Koinans and Goths. 


Tolc'lo is probably tlio most historically 


intorc^llng city in Spain. It is also ono of 
tho most picturesque in its situation and 
physical a&poct. It stands on a hoight of 
some SOO foot ahovo tlio surrounding pla- 
teau, nearly 3,000 foot ubovo tho sea. 
There is a jinnblo of rough granite hills 
thrown down, as though Milton's angols 
hail engaged in a contest hero. 
Tho Ta- 


gus, tlio largest rivor in Spain, socks for 
its conrso to tho sea among them. It tum- 
bles th rough a narrow ilofllo, which sepa- 
rates I ho mo&t conspicuous of tho&o hills 
from tho others, flows on three sides of it 
~WTCn""p rocTpttotls™T3milCH~tirul PVJ vnrttl- cwta' 
rocts, i nd then pursues its way moro peace- 
ably to find tho ocoan at Lisbon, in Portu- 
gal. 


On 1 his detached rock Toiodo is built. 


Tho river, with its steep bluffs, defends it 
on tho east, the west and tho south. 
Heavy walls und frowning castles guard it 
on tho north. The two principal entrances 
cross tho rivor by ma.ssivo old bridges, for- 
tifiod l>y towers, and zigzag to tho summit 
of tho rook. Inside tho walls tho streets are 
narrow aud tortuous, tho houses high and 
substantial. The inhabitants are true 
Castili ins—grave, 
haughty, 
but civil 


They speak tho purest Spanish, a langviago 
courtlj and coTOinonious. 
To speak "on 


proprlo Tolouano" has boon tho test of tho 
highest form of tho language since the 
time ol Cervantes. 


In t ho heart of the city, which is tho 


scat o) the Spanisn primate, towers tho 
groat cathedral, many churches and con- 
vents clustered about it. Half of thoso aro 
now as silent as tombs. Tho population 
was once 200,000; it is now littlo moro 
than a tenth of that number. Foreign in- 
vaders md domestic reformers havo robbed 
tlio grc.vt religious city of its glory. Men 
like "Cardiilal Monfloza, "thlfa Ring," 
with r'ordiuand aud Isabella, and Car- 
dinal y. imenes, tho active agent of tho In- 
cjuisiticn, both of whom sleep here in 
peace, would scarcely know tho theocratic 
city. \Vhero woro 01100.110 churches about 
half of them aro closed and in a more or 
less rni nous condition. 
Only four hospi 


tols are loft out of 84. There wero a uni- 
versity and four colleges. Tho groat build- 
ings in which they woro royally housed aro 
empty or converted to baso uses. There 
were a score of convents, but the majority 
of them are empty. 


Tho curious traveler in Toledo today 


finds tho vestiges of tho Romans and the 
Goths side by side with the creations of 
tho Spnnish Moors anrt tho Spanisli Chris- 
tians. Tho city was taken by tho Romans, 
being then a place of importance, 193 B. 
C. It lias boon supposed that many Jews 
took rolugo horowhon Jerusalem was cap- 
tured by Nebuchadnezzar. It is certain 
that when tho Moors seized Toiodo it was 
filled v ith Hebrews, wtio, having boon op- 
pressed by tho Christianized Soths, took 
part against thorn. When tho Gothic king- 
dom was consolidated, after the decline of 
Romo, Toledo was made its capital. Tho 
Goths improved and ropaircd tho Roman 
bridges and wails. Tho Moore took tho 
city in 714. 
Tho avenging Christians, 


under Alfonso VI, rocfvpturod it in 1085, 
and A Ifonso called himself "emperor ol 
Toiodo " 


For sovoial ccnturios, or until 1540, 


when ('harles V found tho Mr of Madrid 
favorable to his gouty and phlegmatic tem- 
perament, Toledo shared with Valladolicl, 
Seville and Grenada tho honor of being the 
capital of Spain. Jt still continues to bo 
the religious capital.—From "Picturesque 
Toiodo ' In Boston Herald.
